JUDGE CANDLER PROMPTLY DENIES MOTION

He:ls Colonel of the Fifth Regiment as Well as Judge, and 
Says He Has Five Hundred Men Behind Him To 
Protect the Prisoner If Necessary, 


MILITARY IS READY TO START TO DECATUR 


“Edwin @lanagan’s life is in imminent 
danger at the hands of a mob.” 

This was the declaration of ‘Colonel W. 
Cc. Glenn and others tn the DeKalb county 
courthouse this morning. 

Rumors flew thick and fast that a mob 
would attempt to lynch the double mur- 
derer, and every precaution is being taken 
by the authorities to protect the prisoner. 

Governor Atkinson has been advised of 
the rumors and he has been asked to au- 
thorize the calling out of the militia to 
guard Flanagan. It is believed that the 
military officers are in readiness to call 
out thé companies at the slightest notice, 
nd it.looks.aa.if some such step nray~ be 
taken today or tonight. 

So widespread have been the rumors 
of mob violence that nothing else is be- 
ing talked of in Decatur at this hour. The 


talk is general and it begins to look as if | 


trouble is coming. 

In ‘court this morning Colonel Glenn 
arose and made a statement to Judge 
Candler, declaring that it had @5me to 
him from many sources that a mob was 
fin process of organization bent on ‘ynch- 
ing Flanagan. He said he feared that his 
client’s life was in great danger, and he 
declared that under such circumstances 
it would not be possible for Flanagan to 
get a fair trial. , 

Colonel Glenn said with the many ru- 
mors afloat that a mob would be formed 
the jurors in the case must hear of it, and 
that they might not dare to bring in 
@ just verdict in the face of the wild sen- 
timent in the county against the prisoner. 
-He said the jury would be afraid to 
give Flanagan justice, if he is entitled to 
it, and that to afford the prisoner a decent 
chance for his Hfe he moved that the case 
be declared a mistrial then and there. 


Colonel Glenn insisted on the point and 
told of the stories about the alleged mcb. 

Judge Candler declined to grant the 
motion and he ordered the trial to pro- 
ceed. 


A telephone message to Decatur at 11 | 


o'clock asking if there was any immediate 
prospect of trouble brought this terse and 
Suggestive reply: 

“We are waiting for the verdict!” 

DODGING| WITH THE PRISONER. 

Flanagan was brought to Decatur at an 
early hour this morning on a Traction 
electric car. This was a surprise. It was 
reported that he would come on the Geor- 
gia railroad. 

As Judge Candler stated to a representa- 
tive of The Evening Constitution, the offl- 


‘cers are “taking every precautiotyte: pre- 


vent any demonstration on t@é part of an 
indignant pcpulace.” 

Judge, lawyers, court officers and news- 
paper reporters feel that there is “lynching 
in the air.” The judge has sent to the 
governor of the state that he “apprehends 
trouble if the jury shouki declare the pris- 
oner insane.” 

TALK OF LYNCHING. 

Colonel Glenn asked the jury to retire. 
He then stated that he was informed last 
night that the sheriff rode on the front end 
of the car last night with a revolver and 
stated he expected trouble from a@& mob 
tonight. 

‘Furthermore your honor has made state- 
ments to the counsel that would indicate 
there might be trouble. The prisoner’s state- 
ment has intensified the feeling against 


| him. This tnorning I was surprised to see 


the sheriff and prisoner on the street car 
when other arrangements for his trans- 
portation had been made. On the car the 
sheriff went on front with the motorman 
and directed the running of the car.

QUICK RUN THROUGH WOODS 


Flanagan Said To Be Suffering from 
That Form of Insanity Known 
as “Paranoia.” 


EXPERT EVIDENCE OF YESTERDAY 


Flanagan’s Family History Hereto- 
fore Unprinted—Sick Juror Causes 
Delay in the Trial—Flanagan’s Re- 
volting Tale Told to the Court and 
Jury—Was an Obscene One, 


When the Traction electric car, which 
bore among its passengers yesterday after- 
nocn Edwin Flanagan, the prisoner on trial 
fcr the murders in the Allen family, was 
coming into the city, Sheriff Austin stood 
upon the front platform with the motcr- 
man directing the movements of the car as 
it dashed by the dark woods and valleys 
along the route. 

It wus an exciting ride to those who 
knew what was up, for precautions were 
being taken to prevent the car being help 
up by a mob, 

Both the motorman and the conductor 
had been quietly told that there was dan- 
ger of an attempt being made to stop the 
car and take the prisoner to a summary 
court inthe dark woods, where Judge Lynch 
wecvld preside. The sheriff and the motor- 
man kept a careful watch ahead. In open 
places slow time was made to give a fast 
run in suspicious looking spots. “‘Now let 
her go,”’ the sheriff would whisper to the 
motorman when a rapid run was to be 
made by some shaded place or deep ravine. 

The trip was n.ade in safety, but so fast 
had the car run in some. places that.a 
Nttle girl, eve of Flaragan’s sweethearts, 
was made sea-sick by the rocking and 
shaking. 

As each day passes there is no disguising 
the fact that the murmurings among the 
people are growing more and more pro- 
nounced and talk of lynching Flanagan is 
becoming more open. The cfficers of the 
court are aware of this fact and are tak- 
ing every precaution possible. Each after- 
noon the priscner is brought to Atlanta, 
Trouble is feared tcnight. 

POINTS IN THE CASE. 

The interesting points in the trial of the 
murderer up to date are as follows: 

Flanagan’s attcrneys are making the plea 
that the prisoner is at this time insane, 
not that he was insane at the time of the 
killing. Of course they take the position 
that he was irsame when .the deed was 
committed, but the evidences of this is meére- 
ly introduced to show the continuity of his 
insanity from that time up to the present. 

The history of Flanagan's family, which 
is given below for the first time, is playing 
a@ most iuiportant part in the trial. 

Flanagan’s statement, which was pub- 
lished in The Evening Constitution’s ex- 
tra yesterday, was one of the most thrilling 
and the miost horrible that ever fell from 
the lips of a man on a witness stand in 
this section of Georgia. 

Never in the trials of murder cases where 
insanity was the plea of the defense has 
more remnarkable or more interesting ex- 
pert testimony from physicians been in- 
troduced, as is being brought out in this 
case. 

Flanagan’s sudden rise into notoriety as 
& peet, as was shown in yesterday’s Even- 
ing Constitution, has been one of the lead- 
ing sensations of the trial. 

There have been brought out the life his- 
tery of the defendant; the story of a man 
who had a #trange infatuation for little 
girls; evidence of barbers on the science 
of dyeing the hair; the revelations of a 
Catholic priest about a man who wanted 
to be baptized for the queerest reasons ever 
given a man of Gcd. 

TLSTIMONY YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 

But the case is rot yet half over and 
there is no telling what further startling 
and strange developments will come before 
the end is reached. 

When The Constitution went to press yes- 
terday afternucn Dr. Purse was on the 
stand to n ake a statement about Flanagan 
when he was under his treatment as a pa- 
tient. The doctor stat that Flanagan 
first came to him to be tfeated for a fever. 
Afterwards he came to fitm to be treated 
for a burn, which had been received from 
flashlight chemicals. It was during these 
visits that the prisoner told him about his 
love for Lelia Allen and of his suspicions 
that the child Was being mistrated by her 
father. During these visits Flanagan. be- 
came suspicious that a young medical 
student was a detective empioyed by Allen 
to watch him. He was morose and down- 
cast and stated that he had neo friends and 
everybody was agairst him. 

W. W. Flanagan and A. B. Ham were 
recalled to testify that they had noticed 
nothing the matter, with Flanagan’s eyes 
several years ago.

It ig an inherited nervous 
disease and produces chronic delusional in- 
sanity. It is slow and insiduous until some 
rash act lands the yictim in the asylum. 
There are two principal delusions of this 
kind—one called the grandeur, in which 
the person imagineg. he is some exalted 


person, such as kingg and emperors and 
sometimes even the godman or the mother 
of God; the other is the delusion of perse- 
cution, in which the person believes he or 
she is being persecutéd@ first by one or two 
persons, and afte s by everybody. 
Such persors are logi¢al on false promises. 
They can’t be reasonéd out of it, believing 
that they are sane, and everybody else is 
a lunatic. They thing themselves the vic- 
tims of a conspiracy @nd imagine they are 
about to be defraudéd out of money or 
other possessions. Im Flanagan's case, an 
examination showed that he had lost the 
power of sensation in his right hand, for 
while he flinched when a pin was secretly 
thrust into his right hand, he did not 
know when it was thrust deely into his 
left. This indicated that the receiving pow- 
er of the brain had been lessened. It 
was also discovered that he had lost what 
is known as the “knee jerk,”” which show- 
ed nervous degeneracy, There was a tre- | 
mor in hjs right and-nove in his lett. 
Another eviderice of degerefacy ih the 
prisoner was noticed by the facial con- 
tractions when he was excited. 

Dr. Purse was still on the stand fhen 
court adjourned. 

A SICK JUROR. 


During the trial yesterday afternoon one 


was suffering from heartburn. One of the 
doctors made out a prescription for the 
juror, which the sheriff had filled. 

For a few minutes the juror was suffer- 
ing great ‘pain. The proceedings were de- 
layed for a short time, until tne medicine 
could be brought. 

In a short while the sheriff. appeared with 
a small vial and the sick juror took his 
medicine. 

The juror was J. H. Ozmer. AS soon as 
he took the medicine he began to feel bet- 
ter, and in a short while was all right 
again. 

HISTORY OF FLANAGAN’S FAMILY. 

Edwin Cicero Flanagan was born on the 
Sist day of March, 18538. Edwin Hampton 
Flanagan, his father, married Paralee E. 
Crumpton. By the marriage there were 
the following children: 

John J. Flanagan, Mary L. V. Flanagan, 
W. W. Flanagan, Susan Jane Flanagan, 
Sarah Frances Flanagan and Edwin’ Cice- 
ro Flanagan. 

There were two other children who died 
in infancy. Those who died after they 
were grown are Jusan Jane and Sarah 
Frances. The latter, who was called Fan- 
ny, died in the insane asylum. The mother 
is said to have died insane. 

Edwin was raised on a farm, where he 
worked until he was nearly grown, and 
afterwards worked with his brother, W. 
W. Flanagan. Later he secured a position 
with the Standard Oil Company, in the 
fall of 1890. 

As stated by W. W. and John J., who 
are attending the trial, this is the first 
time any member of the family who has 
ever been tried in a court on any sort of 
a charge.

It is estimated that a man wears out & 
doliar’s worth of sifcet im a year, and coi- 
sequently that amount is asked of him an- 


nually proyided he pays at once without 
treating the debt as though it were a gas 
bill or a newspaper subscription, but woe 
unto him if he lets the appointed time pass 
by without remitting. Any one giving in 
his taxes but faiiing to pay is charged tw 
dollars and fifty cents,, one fifty of whi 
is set apart to cover the cost of «ali ct) 
by law. If the taxes are neither given in 
nor paid the delinquent citizeu is reyudle~ 
to pay ‘threé ‘dollars and a half, two fit) 
of which is cost. 

In every case seventy-five cents of this 
cost goes to the tax collectors, and the rest 
ils turned into the coffers of Ait! nta’s 
treasury department. The city marshal re 
ceives a salary out no costs. 

The tax notices were issued this year 
from the city census, taken last December, 
and every man whose name was inscribed 
on that list was duly notiiied. Some of

THE HUMBLE CORNSTAL FS. 

Now that the domestic econom/‘sts are 
turning their attention to the humbie 
cornstalk and have disvovered that a fair 
article of diet can be made of them le 
proper manipulation, I am reminded of 
other useful things that can be produced 
from that desnised product of the fields. 
I] am not at all surprised that it has been 
discovered that the cornstalk can be uti!- 
ized for fool for man. It has long been 
a favorite dish with the bovine division 
of the anima! kingdoin. I have watched a 
gad-eyed cow. with her tail balled up with 
cocklebur, gieaning in the dreary flelds 
and munching the dry stalks with evident 
relish, 


I used to think that they aid it rather as 
a matter of reproach, on the same !fne that 
the tramp is wont to ask for a bit of but- 
ter to put on a brick for his noondav 
lunch. But I guess I was mistakeri, al- 
though there is no accounting for the 
cussedness of a cow. Then again the Rus- 
stan government mixes a percentage of 
sayrvdust with the meal of which the mill- 
tary loaf is baked and the results are 
found very satisfactory and if the dis- 
covery should be utilized among other na- 
tions the world would doubtless be .sup- 
plied, ere long, with standing armies of 
wooden soldiers. The only trouble would 
be that the authorities would have to keep 
them. well varnished to prevent them 
from cracking open during dry weather 
and they. would have w be provided with 
a different uniform for the rainy season 
when wooden ware is wont to swell up. 


But what I started out to say wae that 
the much-abused .cornstalk is of great 
value as a material for musical instru- 
ments. Every country-bred lad has heard 
the old song about “A cornstalk fiddle 
and a shoe string bow.’ Comparatively 
few of the most exvert musicians are 
aware of the fact, however, that a strange- 
ly beautiful melody may be evolved from 
a cornstalk fiddle. It is a two-stringed in- 
strument that is made by raising the two

Salvationists Worked ai Startling 
Transformation on Bill Boards.

Last year one of the big circuses expe- 
rienced considerable annoyance throughout 
central Indiana because of the warfare 
waged against it by the Salvation Army. 
The Salvationists met the circus men on 
their own ground and declared war by 
pasting tiny strips of paper bearing scrip- 
tual texts and religious warnings upon the 
circus billboard displays. Some of these 
Salvationist warnings were startling, and 
in conjunction with the show’s lithographs 
produced effects never before dreamed. of, 
always incongruous and striking and often 


| appearing blasphemous. 


The trouble began at Munice. A member 
of the Salvation Army at that point, see- 
ing popular attention directed toward the 
circus bill-boards, decided that they fur- 
nished the best medium by which to intro- 
duce his scriptual texts to the public. With- 


' in the next half hour those circus displays 


were completely metamorphosed. The pic- 


dure of an aeronaut falling in a parachute 


from a balloon bore the inscription, ‘“Sin- 
ner, you are bound for hell. Go the other 
way.’’ The long neck of the giraffe was 
labeled, ‘“‘The straight and narrow way is 
best.”” A small negro boy was pictured as 
gazing, horror-stricken, into the open 
mouth of a hippepotamus, and across its 
carvenous expanse were the words, “Pre- 
pare to meet thy God.’’ The snake charmer, 
wrapped in the folds of a monster serpent, 
was admonished to “Shun the deadly cup; 
it stingeth like an adder.’’ An acrobat, 
turning a somersault in mid-air, apparently 
grasped in his hand the question, ‘Where 
will you spend your eternity?” The lion 
tamer, in a cage with several beasts which 
apparently were about to make a meal of 
him, was admonished to “‘watch and pray,” 
and the “human cannon ball’ being fired 
from a huge cannon was confronted by the 
question, ‘“‘Wheéere are you going—to heaven 
or to hell?” 

It is safe to say that no circus bills ever 
attracted more general attention or caused 
more comment. 


Largest Book in the World.

Professor Max Muller, of Oxford, in a 
recent lecture called attention to the larg- 
est book.in the world, the wonderful Kuth 
Daw. It consists of 729 parts in the shape 
of white marble plates, covered with in- 
scriptions, each plate built with a temple 
of brick. It is found near the old priest city 
of Mandalay, in Burmah, and this temple 
city of more than 700 pagodas virtually 
makes up this monster book—the religious 
codex of the Buddhists. It is written in 
Pali. Rather strange to say, it is not an 
ancient production, but its preparation 
was prompted by the Buddhistic party of 
this century. It was erected in 1857 by the 
command of Mindomin, the second of the 
last kings of Burmah. A noteworthy con- 
trast to the Kuth Daw is furnished by a 
recent German literary journal, describing 
what is probably the smallest book in the 
werld. This is a Konversations Lexikon, 
published in Berlin, and prepared by Daniel 
Sanders. The volume occupies—0.366 cubic 
inch—although it is claimed to contain 
175,000 . words. “he book must be read

A TELEGRAPHIC TEST. 


Ten Thousand Miles in Short Space 
of Fifty-Five Seconds, 


From The New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 

How much actual time is necessary to 
transfer a telegraphic message from Lon- 
don to Valparaiso, Chili, was the question 
propounded by some South American edi- 
tors last summer. The reply was furnish- 
ed by a spezial communication, when an 
arrangement was made with the telegraph 
and cable companies to keep open the 
wires and get the telegraphic results of a 
recent sporting event to Valparaiso with 
the least possible delay at the intervening 
stations. Ten minutes before the meseage 
was to be sent the wires were cleared 
along the entire distance and all the or- 
dinary communications through the cables 
were suspended. At the given astronomi- 
cal time the dispatch was sent from Lon- 
don to Carcavellos, w™ence the message 
was transferred through a submarine 
cable to Pernambuco, wherefrom the Bra- 
zilian coast cable conducted the message 
to Buenos Ayres. It was from there dis- 
patched over the South American Trans- 
continental telegraph line and arrived at 
Valparaiso fifty-five seconds after leaving 
the London office, although the distance it 
had to travel in this short space of time 
amounted to almost 10,000 miles, and the 
eight words of the message had to be re- 
peated four times.

THE GREEK NAVY.

There are may streets in the city upon 
which there are sewers but no water pipes, 
and there are many streets upon which 
there is water and no sewers, and a gener- 
al sentiment prevails that the water buard 
and the city council should take steps to- 
ward giving those streets their earliest pos- 
sible attention. 

By furnishing water to residents on the 
streets given below they are enabled to 
keep their property in better sanitary condi- 
tion and at the same time relieve the city 
sanitary depariment. 

It is said that the number of houses now 
being served by the sanitary department 
is 17,399, which averages 265 houses to the 
wagon and 225 houses to the cart. It is 
claimed by the sanitary inspector that 240 
houses to the wagon and 180 houses to the 
cart is as many as should be required of 
the present force, and then they would 
have plenty of work to do.

THE CITY COUNCIL HAD APPEALED 


Nearly Two Years the Case Has Been 
Beforé the Courts and Mr. Bryan 
Has Successfully Carried It Through 
All Its Fights—The Victory Is Now 
Final. 


Lincoln, Neb., February 17.—The some- 
what celebrated gold bond injunction suit, 
in which W. J. Bryan, as the plaintiff, 
sought to restrain the mayor and city 
council from delivering $634,800 refunding 
bonds, with a gold clause attached, to ex- 
City Treasurer Stephenson, was today de- 
cided ‘by the supreme. court; and.Mr Bry- 
an’s position was sustained. | 

Nearly two years ago a proposition to 
vote bonds was submitted and carried by a 
bare majority. The city council contracted 
for their purchase with Stephenson, who 
insisted on a gold clause, which was al- 
lowed. 

Mr. Bryan enjoined the sale on the 
ground that the bonds were iHegally car- 
ried and further, that the city charter pro- 
hibited discrimination between geld and 
currency bonds. 

District Judge Holmes decided in hie fa- 
vor and the city council appealed. The su- 
preme court affirms the decision of th elow- 
er court, laying stress on the fact that the 
bonds were illegally declared carried, but 
was silent on the gold clause feature.

EXPERT TESTIMONY ON INSANITY. 

This brought the evidence of the defense 
i to the expert testimony on insan- 

y. 

The first expert witness introduced was 
Dr. G. 8 T. Pinckney, a specialist ion 
diseases of the mind and nervous system. 
Dr. Pinckney is a graduate of the best 
medical colleges in this country. He testtf- 
fied that there was no accepted definition 
of insanity: . : 

“As long as a man’s feelings and thoughts 
are in perfect harmony with his surround- 
ing circumstances, he is sane.’”’ The wit- 
ness gave a definition of “‘paranoia,’’ the 
insanity with which Flanagan is alleged 
to be afflicted. It is an inherited nervous 
disease and produces chronic delusional in- 
sanity. It is slow and insidiousu ntil some 
rash act lands the victim in the asylum. 
There are two principal delusions of this 
kind—one called the grandeur, in which 
the person imagines he is some exalted 
person, such as ‘kings and emperors and 
sometimes even the God-man or the mother 
of God; the other is the delusion of perse- 
cution, in which the person believes he or 
she is being persecuted first by one or two 
persons, and afterwards by everybody. 
Such persons are logical on false premises. 
They can’t be reasoned out of it, believing 
that they are sane, and everybody else is 
a lunatic. They think themselves the vic- 
tims of a conspiracy and imagine they are 
about to be defrauded out of money or 
other possessions. In Flanagan's case, an 
examination showed that he had lost the 


f power of sensation in his right hand, for 


while he flinched when a pin was secretly 
thrust into his left hand, he did not 
know when it was thrust deely into his 
right. This indicated that the receiving 
er of the brain had been lessened. It 
was also discovered that he had lost what 


is known as the “‘knee jerk,"’ which show- 2 


ed nervous degeneracy. There was a tre- 
mor in his right hand and none in his left. 
Another evidence of degeneracy in the 
prisoner was noticed by the facial con- 
tractions when he was excited. :

HISTORY OF FLANAGAN’S FAMILY. 

Edwin Cicero Flanagan was born on the 
Zlst day of March, 1868 Edwin Hampton 
Flanagan, his father, married Paralee E. 
Crumpton. By the marriage there were 
the following children: 

John J. Flanagan, Mary L. V. Flanagan, 
W. W. Flanagan, Susan Jane Flanagan, 
Sarah Frances Flanagan and Edwin Cice- 
ro Flanagan. 

There were two other children who died 
in infancy. Those who died after they 
were grown are Susan Jane and Sarah 
Frances. The latter, who was called Fan- 
ny, died in the insane asylum. The mother 
is said to have died insane. 

Edwin was raised on a farm, where he 
worked until he was nearly grown, and 
afterwards worked with his brother, W. 
W. Flanagan. Later he secured a position 
with the Standard Oil Company, 
fall of 1890. ) 

As stated by W. W. and John J., who 
are attending the trial, this is the first 
time any member of the family has 
ever been tried in a court on any sort of 
a charge. 

The family home is in Ramer, Tenn.

SHOES OF DEAD MEN, 


Some of the Queer Superstitions of 
Scotland and Hungary. 
From The New York Tribune. 

‘Dead men’s shoes” ig an expression 
that is familiar to every one accustomed 
to the use of the English language. But 
there are few in this country who are ac- 
quainted either with its origin or with 
the importance which is accorded in many 
Parts of the old world to the boots of the 
dead. Thus, in Scotland, in the northern 
parts of England, in Scandinavia, as well 
as in Hungary, Croatia and Roumania, the 
utmost care ts taken among the lower 
Classes to settle that each corpse is pro- 
vided with a good pair of shoes before it is 
laid into the ground. If the dead person 
happens to be. a tramp, and to have been 
found dead in a bare-footed condition, 
there will be always some charitable scul 
to furnish a pair of good boots for inter- 
ment along ‘with the corpse, and the writer 


Of this article has even known an inspec- , 


tor of police in Scotland to puréhase of 
his own accord a new pair of boots and 
to place them itn the grave, reopened for 
the purpose, of a murdered stranger, who 
had been inadvertently interred bare-foot- 
ed the day before. 

This practce, which likewise prevails 
among the Tsiganes, as well as in many 


‘parts of “Asia; is attributable to the bellef 


P. , 


that, unless ‘the dead are well shod when 
buried, their ghosts come back to haunt 
the locality where they breathed their last 
in search of a pair of boots. These are 
popularly supposed to be needed to pass in 
comfort and safety the broad plains which 
the departed soul finds that it has to trav- 


‘erse before it can reach paradise. Among 


some nations these plains are declared to 
be covered with furzes, thorns and morass, 
while other races claim that they consist 
of burning sands. These plains of suffer- 
ing (the belief in which, although of pa- 
gan origin, has ts modern counterpart in 
the purgatory of the Roman Catholic 
church) are popularly credited with form- 
ing a sort of ante-chamber to hell. It is 
for this reason that the boots of the dead 
are called “hell shoes” in Norway, Swe- 
den, Finland and Denmark. 

Sir Walter Scott, in his interesting notes 
to “Minstrelsy on the Scottish Border’ 
quotes the following extract from a valu- 
able manuscript in the Cotton library, 
dating from the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
It runs as follows: 

“When any dieth certaine women sing a 
song to the dead bodie, reciting the jour- 
ney that the partye deceased must goe; 
and they are of beliefe that once in their 
lives ft is goode fo give a pair of new shoes 
to a poor man; forasmuch as before this 
life they are to pass barefooted through a 
great lande, full of thornes and furzen—ex- 
cepte by the meryte of the almes aforesaid, 
they have redeemed—for at the edge of 
the launde an oulde man shall meet them 
with the same shoes that weré given by 
the partie when he was lyving, and, after 
he had sbodde them, dismisseth them to 
go through thick and thin without scratch 
or scaile.’’ 

This must be a very agreeable reflection 
to all gentlemen who have bestowed their 
old boots on their valets, or ladies who 
have in ike fashion gifted their maids. To 
be sure, the legend epecifies new shoes: 
but surely a pair of $8 boots only half-worn 
count for as much as a new pair of $2.58 
chaussures. However, if one is te go 
“through thick or thin without scartch or 
scalie,”” it may be just as well to be on 
the safe side, and give away a good, new, 
extra stout pair. :

This morning shortly after 11 o'clock W. 
B. Lee struck Will Williams in the chest 
with a hammer, inflicting injuries from 
which he may dle.

Williams then displayed a pistol and said 
that he would give Lee until this morning 
to pay the dollar, and if the money was not 
given him then there would be blood shed, 
Williams then went off and Lee continued 
his work. 

True to his word Williams put jn his ap- 
pearance this morning and demanded the 
money. Lee told him that if he would wait 
for about one hour he Would see if he could 


| not raise the money, Then as soon as Wil- 


liams left he went to the jail and tele- 
phoned for a policeman, but there was no 
call officer in at the time and the police- 
men on that beat were notified. 


WILLIAMS COMES AGAIN. 
When they arrived, however, everything 


was quiet and after waiting around for a 
while they continued on their way. They 


had scarcely left when Williams again 


put in an appearancé on the scene and 
demanded the dollar. Lee was at work at 
the time and paid no attention to Williams 
until he saw a favorable opportunity to 
strike, 

When it did come he struck with a ven- 
geance. He hit Williams in the chest with 
a heavy, hamn er, knocking him about six 
feet and rendering him unconscious, Leo 
thought that he had killed his man and 
walkefi over to the fail, 
where the surrendered himself and told 
what had happened. | 

The ambulance was called and Williams 
was taken to the Grady hospital, where his 
wounds were examined, It was found that 
he was seriously injured internally and oth- 
erwise. Everything that is possible is being 
done for him and with the best of attention 
he may live. Lee is perfectly unconcerned 
about the matter. He says that he hopes 
that he 4id not kill the man, but that it 
was all done in self-defense and that he 
does not fear a trial.

three dollars and a half at the collector's 
office. 

It is estimated that a man wears out @ 
doliar’s worth of street in a year, and con- 
sequently that amount is asked of him an- 
nually provided he pays at once without 
treating the debt as though it were a gas 
bill or a newspaper subscription, but woe 
unto him if he lets the appointed time pass 
by without remitting. Any one giving in 
his taxes but failing to pay is charged two 
dollars and fifty cents,, one fifty of which 
is set apart to cover the cost of collecting 
by law. If the taxes are nelther given in 
nor paid the delinquent citizen is required 
to pay three dollars and a half, two fifty 
of whictt ‘is ‘cost. ‘ 

An. exergy. case seventy-five cents of this 
ost, oes to the tax collectors, and the rest 
is turned into the coffers of Atlanta's 
tréasdY¥ department. The city marshal re- 
ceives a salary but no costs. 

The tax notices were issued this year 
from the city census, taken last December, 
and every man whose name was inscribed 
on that list was duly notified. Some of 
them were actors from Schenectady and 
Troy and drummers from Kalamazoo, who 
had. stopped for several days in the city 
and had left, ordering their mail for- 
warded. 


Some funny letters have been. received 
from’ them protesting that they unly walk- 
ed several blocks and that it must.be all a 
mistake. Of course these are simply ludi- 
crous errors for the tax department is weil 
managed, and when the new directory is 
issued to them they will have no trouble 
in tracking the derelict tax payer. 

Persons moving into the city before July 
Ist are subject to a year’s tax, and those 
who come in after that date are required 
to show a receipt from some other town, 
and here lies a field for some pretty detec-

‘such people even when you have found 
them, and the #40 per month which the 
costs will amount to, is well earned cash, 
when we consider that to obtain 75 cents, 
the collector’s share, he must often make 
a dozen trips to one man, getting paid only 
6 or § cents a trip. 

The age for paying street tax in Atlanta. 
is anywhere frcm twenty-one to fifty, of 
course excepting the tax on property. 

From the gereral and street tax last year 
$334,425.94 was realizéd. Of this about $12,000 
was cost, that is, was collected for non- 
payment at the right time. We would con- 
sider $12,000 a great amount of money with 


which to help the poor, and in these times, 


when prosferity’s advance agent ahd bill 
poster seems afraid to trust his health in 
the. south, it seems that so large a sum 
would do much''téward alleviating their 
cruel want; but doubtless they were the 
ones whe furnished the money and either 
through their negligence of inability to 
puy, the city was compelled to take from 
them a double amount. 

Several southern towns have inaugurated 
a tax on bicycles, not as property, but for 
their use on the streets. Such a law has 
been mentionea for Atlanta, but it has met 
with no favor. If a man pays a dollar a 
year for the use of the street no man has 
the moral right to say how he shall use it. 
If he rides a wheel just that much wear 
and .tear is taken off the sidewalks, and 
the law of cou.pensation makes everything 
square. He should therefore scorch, walk 
or slide on his back (as many of us did 
during the recent freeze) without being in- 
terfered with. 

Scott Thornton seems to be the only un- 
scived problem tefore the tax office, and 
considering Scott's immaculate conception 
of Shakespeare, his case might. be. passed 
over, or ¢lsc he might be placed on the 
street and be n-ade to think he was the 
grave digger in “‘Hamlet.’”’ In all there are 
a great many complicated things about 
taxes and tax collecting. and the more 
they explain the darker things get to you. 

But they are wise men and evidently 
know what they are about, for Atlanta's 
taxes are always collected and safely hand- 
led and that’s enquen for us to know.

Nothing, at- 
tracts, the, attention ef the people more 
readily than some scheme that sets their 
wits to. work and turns the searchlights of 
inteMect upon the obscure passages of Hfe 
and literature.

THE HUMBLE CORNSTALE. 

Now that the domestic economists are 
turning their. attention to the humble 
cornstalk and have discovered that a fair 
article of diet can be made of them bv 
proper manipulation, I am’ reminded of 
other useful things that can be produced 
from that despised product of the fields. 
I am not at all surprised that it has been 
discovered that the cornstalk”can be util- 
ized for food for man. It has long been 
a favorite dish with. the bovine division 
of the animal: kingdom. I have watched a 
sad-eyed cow, with her tail balled up with 
cocklebur, gleaning in the dreary fields 
and munching the dry stalks with evident 
relish. 


I used to think that they did it rather as 
a matter of reproach, on the same line that 
the tramp is wont to ask for a bit of but- 
ter to put on a brick for his noondayv 
lunch. But I guess I was mistakeri, al- 
though there is no accounting for the 
cussedness of a cow. Then again the Rus- 
sian government mixes a percentage of 
sawdust with the meal of which the. mili- 
tary loaf is baked and the results are 
found very .satisfactory and if the dis- 


tions the world would doubtless be sup- 
pled, ere long, with standing armies of 
wooden soldiers. The only trouble would 
be that the authorities would have to keep 
them well - varnished to prevent them 
from cracking open during dry weather

But what I started out to say was that 
the mucah-abused cornstalk is of great 
value as a material for musical instru- 
ments. Every country-bred lad has heard 
the old song about .‘A cornstalk fiddle 
and a shoe. string bow.’’ Comparatively 
few of the -most expert musicians are 
aware of the fact, however, that a strange , 
ly beautiful’ melody may be evolved from 
a cornstalk fiddle. It is a two-stringed in- 
strument: that is made by raising the two 
inner ribs of a section of cornstaik by bits 
of wood and the bow, if properly construct- 
ed, is made of a shoestring of rawhide 
stretched on a hickory twig... In the hands 
of a skilled musician. of: the tow-head 
type this instrument is capable of wonder- 
ful things. A boy can soon drive away 
an undesirable neighbor and foree him to 
sell out cheap by the aid of a well-mcanipu- 
lated cornstalk | fiddle. 


I used to be an expert. in manufacturing 
cornstalk fiddles and I could play. one un- 
til it would make your flesh creep. On the 


plantation we used to have an organiza- 
tion of musicians and’‘it was furnished 
with quills instead of cornets afid corn- 
etalk fiddies of different tones did duty as 
stringed instruments in our revels. Lord, 
what a racket we used to raise. An old 
tin bucket made a famous drum and a 
well-polished horn was used as an em- 
phasizer, and when we started out for a 
serenade the people ihn the community 
stuffed cotton in their ears and prayed 
that it might be soon over with. The 
squeaking of those cornstalk fiddies was 
enough to wake the dead and when we all 
broke loose in a grand flourish of trumpets 
it was enough to throw down the walls of 
forty Jerichos. 


I would like to call attention of the do- 
mestic economists to the utilization of the 
cornstalk as a material for the manufac- 
ture of musical instruments so that while 
they are grinding and bolting and making 
patent flour out of them they will remem- 
ber to save enough to ex eriment with’ jn 
the making of fiddles. ar that women 
have taken to the fiddle We do figt know 
and cannot even guess where thé thing ts 
going to end, and the ¢ornstalk fiddle 
would be peculiarly adaptibte to the uses 
of delicate and fragile women who could 
handle them with ease and comfort. I do 
not claim for the cornstalk fiddle the ex- 
quisite tone and timbre (I believe they call 
it timbre when. it makes a lumbering noise) 
of the stradivarius or of those

sesses fifty-four more than that numberf. 
But success in an institution of learning 
is not shown in numbers. Other things 
are counted for much more in such a mar- 
ket than the mere filling of benches and 


large attendances, and measured by any 


exacting standard Calhoun street school is 
decidedly deserving of the distinction of 
being highly and in a way completely suc- 
cessful. 

In the first place the faculty is a fine 
one. It was the first school in Atlanta to 
have a woman principal and teachers are 
there who have taught numberless boys 
and girls for nine, seven and five years 
at the same places and in the same class- 


, rooms, 


Its youngest teacher in point of service 
has been there two years andthe high 
standard that is kept to is best appreciated 
by this latest acquisition to their teach- 
ing force. 

There are few people who fiave carried 
off honors in three different times and in 
three entirely different brancues as Miss 
Daisy Smith has done. Twice in this part 
of the country, once in the north, in 
science, in literature and in business, these 
first distinctions have fallen to her and 
this lady now is the teacher of the second 
grade of this school. 

Let this pass as an example, and it is a 
fair’ one Of the faculty; ‘and let the 4néthod 
of the school be looked’ at. 

None. of the old system are reverenced 
in Calhoun.

$1.50 for fSsuing the license and leaves it 
discretionary with him as to the charge 
for recording the same, so that the % 


| charged by Judge Matthews is claimed to 
have been perfectly legitimate. 


«He is a Primitlye Baptist preacher and

lished in the papers of his having wronged 
a young girl in his employ created a big 
sensation in the community. 
AFFIDAVITS BROUGHT OUT. 
Affidavits will be produced to prove that 
after an examination by. competent and 
reputable physicians the charges against 
the chastity of the young lady were found 
to be groundless. She is of one of the 
best families in the community and her 
parents insisted on a personal examination 
and the physicians reported that thcre 
Were no grounds for the scandalous gossip 


concerning her character. 


Last fall Judge Matthews boarded with 
the family and the girl, who was still in 
short dresses, although she was about 
seventeen years of age, did some clerical 


work for him. It was then that the gossip 


began, but the family physician stated 
that it was all due to constitutional 
troubles and that there was no ground 
for the rumors. 

The milk in the cocoanut seems to be 
that there .were other reasons why the 
bondsmen wanted to come off.

Last fall Judge Matthews boarded with 
the family and the girl, who was still in 
short dresses, although she was about 
seventeen years of age, did some clerical 


work for him. It was then that the gossip 


began, but the family physician st:ted 
that it was all due to constitutional 
troubles and that thefe was no ground 
for the rumors.

The moonshiners had evidently been no- 
tiefid of the approach of the officers, and 
they had ‘proceeded bot a short way when 
they. . heard the report of a half dozen 
shots. The firing ‘continued, and the of- 
ficers thinking that something worse might 
happen, hurried back to the road where 
the hack had been left.

Sensational developments were in store 
for those members of the Atlanta military 


. who attended the meeting of the company 


at the capitol last evening.
